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For years after Mr. E. became a professor of 
religion, he made the prophetic page a special ob- 
ject of study. His knowledge of the prophesies | 
in connection with history, was very minute and 
extensive, and this subject he ever investigated 
with new and increasing delight. i 

The distinguishing doctrines of grace, Mr. E. 
understood, believed and loved. He looked upon 
these doctrines not as useless matters of specula- 
tion, but lying at the very foundation of all experi- 
mental and practical godliness, 

Towards the close of life his attention was 
more particularly directed to the practical and 
devotional parts of Scripture. Devotional read- | 
ing and conversation eecupied a large portion of | 
his ume, He seemed to realize the importance 
of casting all his burdens upon the Lord, of not | 
letting his “ heart be troubled” about the things of | 
time, and of living by faith on the Son of God. 
In his Christian character he was not stationary 
but progressive. Even in his latest years he did | 
not consider himself too old to improve and his 
“ profiting appeared unto all,” who were conver- | 
sant with him to the very close of his life. Not | 
only did he grow in knowledge, but in all the 
graces of the gospel.

We refer to the 10th and Ilth sections 
of the 130th chapter of the Revised Siatutes Up- 
der this Statute, the Sheriff in the Municipal Court 
this morning was ordered, on motion of the County 
Attorney, to burn a vast quantity of obscene books 
and prints, bound and in sheets, rec ently seized in 
a Cornhill Bookstore, including the wood blocks 
and engravings on wood, the accused having plead- 
ed guilty to the indicument. We understand these 
prints seem to be of the most vulgar and gross 
character, and both the books and prints are of mis- 
erable and disgusting execution, and of American 
manufacture, while those seized in 1335 were splen- 
did works of art of the most seductive kind, and 
were imported from France into New York, and 
from thence to Boston. We have heard that re- 
cently a similar seizure of these corrupting publica- 
tions, including many imported ones, has been 
made in Philadelphia. Nothing ean be more infa- 
mous than for a litth “ filthy lucre,”’ to disseminate 
such moral poison among the youth of our country, 
and we hope the officers of the law will not relax 
their searches, while any such detestable things re- 
main to be discovered. 

Ve observe the Grand Jury have just returned 
the uncommon number of rirty-srx indictments 
for one month in this city, and it cannot be a mat- 
ter of surprise that crimes inerease under such cor- 
rupting influences, as alcohol, and obscene books, 
(both largely distributed,) naturally produce.
